Most 
early-flowering  varieties  will  bloom  again  in 
the  fall  if  cut  back  close  after  their  first 
blooming  period.  After  the  first  hard  frost 
in  the  fall,  cut  down  the  tops  to  within  three 
inches  of  the  ground  and  give  the  bed  a 
good  coat  of  half-rotted  manure  which  will 
protect  the  plants  and  enrich  the  soil;  dig 
this  under  in  the  spring  before  new  growth 
starts.

Excelsior — Aster  Flowered.  Bright  yellow.  One  of  the  best. 

Ermalinda — Early  pink. 

Felice — Bronze  mid-season. 

Frank  Wilcox — Aster  flowered.  Bronze.  Mid -season. 

Izola — Cerise.  Anemone  flowered. 

Jules  Lagravere — Large  flowered.  Deep  garnet. 

Lillian  Doty — Large  flowered,  early,  pink.  One  of  the  best. 

Louise  Davenport — Rich  Bronze.  Wonderfully  free  flowering  and 
maturing  November  10th. 

Mrs.  Buckingham — Mid-season  pink,  single. 

Mrs.  Frank  Wilcox — Reddish  orange,  Splendid  variety  for 
Thanksgiving  use. 

Novine — Small  flowered  yellow. 

November  Gold — Large  flowered,  bright  yellow,  flowering  the  early 
part  of  November. 

New  York — Bronze,  flowers  November  1st. 

Red  Doty — Wine  red,  a duplicate  to  Doty  in  form  and  habit. 

Vasco — Early  yellow,  one  of  the  best  early  varieties. 

White  Doty — A sport  of  Lillian  Doty  and  a duplicate  of  the 
parent  in  every  way,  except  in  color,  which  is  a pure  milk  white.

MYOSOTIS.  (Forget-Me-Not) 

Palustris  semperflorens.  4 to  8 in. — A lovely  little  plant  espec- 
ially valuable  for  rocky  or  moist  situations.  Competely  covered  with 
small  pale  blue  flowers. 

PAPAVER  (Poppy) 

Orientale.  (Oriental  Poppy). — Gorgeous  beyond  words  to  de- 
scribe.
